MR. FRIEL'S CONCLUSIONS. 


Mr. Friel said that he had examined all the 
wficial published statements of receipts and 
expenditure in the Irish Free State, with a 
view to satisfying himself whether the gloomy 
accounts .of the country’s financial position 
were sound or were erroneous.

DISARMAMENT. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
question of security, which has again come 
into the forefront of political discussion,

protocol, which, though it is no., practically 
reduced to a draft, did :ctually for a time 
allay the more acute anxieties of a number 


of European peoples. The psychological effect | 


of the protocal is dwindling, anxieties are 
reviving, and the important question of 
security—at least th. security of Western 
Europe—has been raised once more in a 
practical form by the exchange of Notes about 
the postponement of the evacuation of 
Cologne. It is the chief international problem 
of the moment. 

Referring to the heated debate that is now 
being carried on between France and Germany 
on the question of German disarmament, 7’ he 
Times i—The possibility of war be- 
tween France and Germany is our own direct 
concern, as we know by recent and most try- 
mg ‘experience. We cannot be indifferent. 
It is true that feeling here is detached and is 
melined to be deliberate. Rightly or wrongly,

A COMPARISON. 

Two important .pohtical studies which 
appeared simultaneously the other day— 
Professor Webster's dehnitive histery of the 
foreign policy of Castlereagh, and ‘fhe Life 
and Letters of George Wyndham '—will 
appeal to all who see more in the history of 
the British race than a ledger of materiaiism, 
or more in history itself than the crimes and 
follies of mankind, remarks 7 Ae /'imes in 
an editorial article. None could be more 
unlike than the two men thus commemorated, 
nor are they in any sense on the same plane of 
historical importance. It is merely the co- 
incidence of their biographies that suggests 
a comparison, Castlereagh was slow of tongue, 
formal, resolute, narrow. Wyndham was 4 
lover and artist of speech, mercurial, romantic, 
to whom the hour not crowded with glorious 
life was dead and wasted. We may call the 
first post-war, the second pre-war, and not 
wrong the truth of history. Castlereagh wasa 
chief instrument in the Act of Union, crowned 
a life of straining work by the reconstruction 
of Europe, and died by his own hand, hated 
by many of those he had seryed. Wyndham, 
descended from the most picturesque of Irish 
rebels, saw while he lived the shipwreck of 
most of his ambitions for Ireland, and died 
prematurely amid general grief, though happy, 

thaps, in that he did not see the solution 

e had hoped for swept away by a new and 
cutting blow of destiny. 

The truth about political leaders, which in 
itself takes about a century to emerge, is 
finally brought home to nations by direct 


example. he late wat and the peace of 


Versailles have proved to public cpinion the 
injustice done by the nineteenth century to 
Castlereagh’s policy: It is not impossib!e that 
Wyndham's generous labours for Ireland, 
which now seem so castaway, may one day 
rere to reality, bringing their sheaves with 
them.

An important conference of men 
engaged in the Irish cattle export trade 
was held last night at St. Patrick’s Con- 
fraternity Hall, Thurles, where delegates 
from all parts of Ireland, North and 
South, were in attendance. Matters of 
vital importance to the trade, such as 
shipping freights and the treatment of 
animals in transit were discussed, and it 
was decided to form a central executive 
representative of the trade to meet 
periodically and deal with questions of 
importance to the industry. 

One of the speakers proposed to provide 
the money to purchase ships for an inde- 
pendent shipping company provided that 
other members of the trade were willing 
to make small contributions to show their 
good faith in the venture.

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THE TRADE IN CORK. 


AMALGAMATED SOCIETIES. 

Mr. C. Culhane, Chairman of the Thurles 
Urban Council, who presided, extended a 
hearty welcome to the representatives of such 
an important industry, and said he was sure 
that they would take well-considered action om 
matters which were strangling the industry. 

Mr. James O'Dwyer, Koscrea, said that he 
had a happy announcement to make. It was 
that the two Cattle Trade Associations in Cork 
had decided to amalgamate. (Applause. 
They had sunk all differences and had decid 
to come together in the interests of the trade 
and the country. (Applause.) If their con- 
ference accomplished no other object, a great 
success would have been achieved fur their 
industry. (Applause.) It was a great thing 
to have that two bodies amalgamated, and he 
was sure that their work would now go on 
nnitedly for the complete success of their 
trade. (Applause.) 

Referring to the fact that North and South 
were represented at the conference, he said 
that that proved the ,solidarity of the trade, 
and such solidarity was a thing to be fostered 
and encouraged. The present was an oppor- 
tune moment to suggest to the united repre- 
sentatives of the whiole live stock industry in 
Ireland that something tangible should be 
done to give direction and force to such a 
number of interests. (Applause.) In the past 
the individual efforts of different associations 
in the face of any emergency arising to 
menace the trade as a whole were 
more or less abortive for the want 
of a common directing centre to con- 
solidate their forces, and to be worked 
without interfering with the useful local 
activities of each association. If the idea of 
a central organisation or the federation of 
local associations took shape, he suggested 
that the chairman and vice-chairman of each 
association should form an executive to 
meet periodically and discuss matters of 
general interest affecting the trade, and in the 
case of any national emergency they could be 
summoned to deal with it. 


THE HANDLING (' STOCK. 


Mr. John Cassidy, Dublin, dealt with the 
land transit of stock. He had forty-five 
years’ experience of the trade, and he was 
satisfied that the condition in which their 
cattle were landed at the other side durin 
the past year and a half was deplorable. h 
lot of this trouble arose at their own side at 
the fairs, and cattle then got the finishing 
touches in that respect on the boats. Every- 
one should look after his stock better on the 
Irish side. (Hear, hear.) The bad returns 
obtained on the other side resulted from the 
bad condition in which their cattle were 
landed. He also complained of the abuse of 
animals at loading banks, and said that re- 
forms were absolutely necessary. 

Mr. O'Dwyer, Roscrea, moved, and Mr. 
Maclelland, Belfast, seconded, a resolution 
approving of the suggestion to form a central 
executive of the live-stock industry, composed 
of the chairman and vice-chairman of the 
different Irish live-stock trade associations, to 
meet periodical'y .o deal with any questions 
atising of national importance affecting the 
trade as a whole, and that measures be imme- 
diately set on foot for the formation of such 
a central executive. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 


SHIPPING FREIGHTS. 


Mr. P. F. Buckley, President of the Irish 
Cattle Trade Association, Cork, dealt with the 
question of excessive freights and other charges 
at Irish ports. Their fine assembly showed 
the earnest desire of the members of the trade 
to prevent the total abolition of their im- 
portant industry. The charges of the steam- 
ship i song at the present time were such 
that if they were continued they meant the 
tetal extinction of the trade. (Applause.) In 
Cork those charges were absolutely crushing. 
They were more than double the pre-war rates, 
petty charges that were irritating to the trade 
had also been put on. His association was 
Sighting those charges, and also the pen dues 
and other rates. All Ireland should carry out 
the fight which had been started by Cork, and 
he was sure that they would meet with sue- 
cess.
